they would be compelled "to withdraw 
las inopportune"' the appointment of fv 
constitutionalist represen tative. 


All Hag a Bearing. 
This 
message 
from

mediators 
jigives the first authoritative expreps^on 
ffrom them 
that 
they 
considered the 
whole ran;?e of Mexican difiiculties, in- 
T-cluding the 
Huerta-Carranza 
issxxe, as 
having a bea.ring jn ihe issue between 
the United States and Huerta. 


For the first time since the oerupation 
of Vera Cruz, the regular session of th.o 
cabinet today lasted le^s than an hour.

of the Mexican situation and that

Representative Dupree of 
Louisiana, and several others who voted

said they would can-y the light to the 
floor of the house. 
Two measures im-

Early Vote Possible. 


The action of the committee enables 
the house to directly reach a vote if 
suffrage strength develops. 
The woman 
suffrage amendment 
provides that 
the 
right of "citizens of the United States 
to vote shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any state 
on account of sex.'" 
It was introduced 
by Eepresentative 
Mondell, of 
Wyom- 
ing. 


The prohibition amendment 
proposed 
by Representative liobson of Alabama,

SEVEN BULLETS 


JFIRED INTO BODY 


Locked in Cell, Son Talks 
Incoherently of Fright- ^ 
ful Tragedy, 


Xew York, 
May .5.—In a cell In ai 
Brooklyn police station Chester Duryea, 
who early this morning fired seven bul- 
lets into the body of his father, Hiram 
Duryea, millionaire starch 
manufactur- 
er and veteran of the civil war, killing 
hir.i 
instantly, 
talked 
incoherently 
of 
the events leading up to the shooting 
and gave e\ndences of being stark mad. 


While talking he dug his finger nails 
into the palms of his hands until they 
bled. 
He said he shot his father when 
he received a "spiritual message from 
George Washington." In a saner, calmer 
tone he added: 'T was the best friend 
my 
father had 
and 
he was my 
best 
friend and I loved him dearly. 
If he 
were here now I could explain the whole 
matter. I really don't know why I shot 
him. 


Regrets Change of Plans. 


"1 had made up my 
mind 
befor« 
shooting father that as soon as he was 
dead I would turn the automatic pistol 
upon myself and end my own life. 
I 
fully intended doing that while I was 
firing a,t my father. 
After it was over, 
though, an impulse came over me and 
I decided not to kill myself. 
I wish 
I had carried out my original 
inten- 
tion."' 


Before his arraignment in court Dur- 
yea 
became violent and 
beat 
on the 
doors of his cell with his bare kunckles. 
A policeman was stationed outside the, 
door to prevent him from injuring him- 
self 
seriously. 


Seven Bnllets in Body, 


Duryea. 81 years old, was miirdered 
early "today in his home in the Bay- 
ridge section of Brooklyn by his son, 
Chester Duryea. 
Seven shots were fired 
by the son into his father's body, Ci-iis- 
ing instant death. 


The murder occurred on the porch at 
the rear of the Duryea home where both 
father and 
son were in the habit of 
sleeping. 
About 1 o'clock this moi-ning 
the son, who is 43 years old, slipped 
from the cot into the house where he 
kept a number of weapons.

Leaves Way Open. 
The language of the note from the 
mediators leaves it open for Carranza 
to «end a representative here to confer 
•ypith the three South American envoys 
at any time in the future that he is 
willing to suspend hostilities. 


Some observers think that should Sal- 
tillo be taken by the constitutionalists 
the 
Huerta 
government 
might 
make 
overtures to the rebels which the latter 
might receive 
through 
the 
mediators. 
Persons here in the confidence of Gen. 
Carranza say, however, that the only 
first step toward peace he would accept 
would be an announcement from Huerta 
of his intention to resign. 
It is consid- 
ered possible that while the constitu- 
tionalists have been eliminated from the 
•snediation proceedings for the time being, 
the three South American envoys might 
atill be the avenue of communication be- 
tween the Mexico City government and 
the constitutionalists for the bringin 
about of an armistice and the discussion 
of peace terms.

INDIANA GUARD READY. 


Adjutant General Bridges Not Surprised 
at Instructions. 


Indianapolis, May .5.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Frank L. Bridges, of the Indiana 
National Guard, said today that he was 
not surprised that the war department 
had issued' instructions governing a pos- 
sible mobilization of the state 
militia, 
when shown the Washington 
dispatch 
stating that such instnictions had been 
mailed today. 


"The Indiana guard is rapidly 
filling 
up." said General Bridges, when^ asked 
regarding 
the 
ptate 
militia. 
"Every 
company is recruiting, but many possi- 
ble recruits are holding back until the 
actual call for volunteers is made. 
The 
entire state guard now could be ready 
to entrain within four or five hours from 
the receipt of such orders." 


Gen. Bridges explained, however, that 
he expected, in case any orders were is- 
sued to the militia, that the first order 
would be merely to recruit up to war 
footing and that the order to mobilÌ7:e 
would not be followed for about 
ten 
days.

Firing Between Rebels and Federals at 
Tampico Continues. 


Washington, May 5.—Firing continues 
daily at Tampico between constitution- 
alist and federal forces, according to a 
report transmitted from Admiral Mayo 
bv Admiral Badger today. 
Heavy guns 
were 
heard 
yesterday 
morning. 
The 
steajiier Camagtire. which has arrived at 
Vera Cruz from Tampico. reports 
that 
Mexican federal forces at the latter port 
were reinforced by 1,.500 men last week. 


Admirar Badger 
explained 
that 
the 
sending of refugees on thd Henly 
and 
Warrington directly from 
Tuxpam 
to 
Galveston was due to the fact that when 
the destroyers reached Tampico, 
where 
it was intended to transfer the passen- 
gers to one of the regular boats, the sea 
was too rough to effect the transfer. The 
American wounded now under treatment 
aboard 
the 
hospital 
ship 
Solace 
now 
number forty-five and all are reported 
doing well. 
L. Benson, ordinary seaman 
on the Xew Hampshire, is the latest of 
these to be discharged. 


Admiral Badger reported to the na'vT' 
department today the receipt of word 
from the torpedo boat destroyer Drayton 
at Tuxpa.m that Territorial jVIinister Ha- 
cienda there had ordered customs officers 
not to clear or enter any vessels from 
or to Mexican ports. 
This order, it was 
further reported, had been given to all 
ports in the state of Vera Cruz. 


Americans Detained. 


The Drayton also reported that thir- 
teen 
Americans 
had 
been 
detained 
against their will at Mulaltuya, in the 
state of Puebla, about sixty miles from 
Tuxpam. 
This information was giveri 
to the British consul at 
Tuxpam 
by 
American refugees, who said the Mexican 
authorities gave as their reason for hold- 
ing the Americans a desire to 
assure 
their safety. 
The 
British 
consul 
has 
wired the governor of Puebla requesting 
their release. 


Overnight advices to the war depart- 
ment from Vera Oi'uz were summarized 
in this statement by Secretary Garrison 
today: 
"The latest 
message 
received 
from 
Gen. Fimston 
came 
during

night. 
In it he reports no change in con- 
ditions. 
He visited the Tejar pumping 
station yesterday. 
He reports that he is 
arranging for a proper defense of the 
pumping station without extending our 
lines."

Immense Quantities on City Dump Pro- 
duce Lively Odor. 


I The board of works and the health de- 
partment in conjunction with the man- 
agement of the Sherwin-White Cold Stor- 
age company are trying to solve a prob- 
lem raised by immense quantities of egg 
shells produced from the cold storage 
plant. 
The Sherwin-White concern cans 
immense quantities of eggs for the mar- 
ket and it has been dumping the shells, 
for which it has no use, at the rate of 
35,000 or 40,000 dozen a day on the city 
dump on Clinton street. 
The eggs are 
not wholly divested of their organic con- 
tents' and the result Is a perfectly well- 
known odor that rises from the dump and 
offends the olfactories of dwellers along 
Spy R'un avenue just across the river. 
Complaipt has been made to the board of 
works, the garbage division, the health 
department and to the head of the city 
government- 
The shells cannot be con- 
sumed in the garbage crematory for they 
would destroy the grates. 
The Sherwin- 
White company has cheerfully expressed 
a willingness to gives its discarded shells 
a deodorizing treatment or do anything 
else necessary to abate the smell. 


It was suggested at the city hall to- 
day that if poulterers ,who want hen food

be glad to have their shells taken atyay.

several months would have "teeth in them" seems to be 
ample in the omnihns anti-monopoly measnre that is a 
part of the legislative program to be crowded through be- 
fore adjournment of congress about July 1. The new bill 
is now in the hands of the full committee on interstate and 
and foreign commerce, and it is likely to reach the senate 
In practically its present form. 


The teeth of the measure are in the final paragraphs 
providing that violation of the proposed act by a corpora- 
tion will mean misdemeanors b}- all officials and employes 
directing or carrying out a corporation's offending pur- 
pose, with personal lines of $5,000 or one year's imprison- 
ment. 
A striking feature of the senalie bill is that, while 
its far-reaching inhibitions of interlocking 
directorates, 
holding 
companies and watered stock do not apply to 
banks, they do apply not only to industrial companies, but 
also to railroads, jurisdiction being vested in the inter- 
Btate-commerce conmiission, as at present. 
But 
some 
respite from prosecution is provided for corpoi'ations in 
that no suit can lie against them if the interstate 
com- 
merce 
commission or the interstate 
trade 
commission 
holds that no substantia] wrong has been or is being done. 


The bill bars from interestate commerce any corpor- 
tion Avhich includes among its officers any directing official 
of a competing company. 
F>ut the proviso protects the 
corporation 
from all complaints on this ground if the 
trade connnission or the interstate conmierce commission 
Bustained the corporation's plea that the two corporations 
are not substantially competitive, or that the interlocking 
direcorates do not stifie competition. 


The proviso of the new measure leaving the Sherman 
act unimpaired sets forth a fundamental principle of tiie 
new bill. Specific acts are denounced and specific excep- 
tions to the penal provisions are set forth, but whenever 
these acts constitute violations of the old Sherman law, 
prosecutions will lie just as at present. 
The omnibus 
ineasure carries with it provisions for ample time to get in 
conformity Avith new requirements before any action, civil 
or criminal, shall be instituted, but the making of guilt 
personal is the overshadowing feature of the newest at- 
tempt at trust-busting by national statute. 


The driving of the first stake in the actual survey for 
the lake-to-lake canal on ISionday was attended by little 
ceremony, but it was an event of tremendous importance 
to Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana, and, incidentally, 
the rest of the country as well.

Await Word From Olney. 


"\Thite house officials declined to say 
when the nominations Avould be sent to 
the senate as they were awaiting today 
further word fr oni Mr. Olnev as to his 
aacceptance: 
It was feared by persons 
close to the white house that he would 
not accept on account of his advanced 
years. 
Mr. Olney had been chosen for 
governor of the board. 


The four other men, it is understood, 
have accepted. 
While Mr. Wheeler is a 
banker, ho has had an intimate connec- 
tion with tlie industrial and commercial 
world. 


Mr. Warburg has made a lifelong study 
of German and French banking methods 
and knows finance from a first-hand con- 
nection with the gi-eatest financial center 
in the United States. 
Mr. Harding is 
regarded by the president as an unusu- 
ally able man of broad vicAvs and re- 
markable 
ability. 
He is looked upon 
as one of the leading bankers of the 
south. 


Dr. Miller is a trained economist and 
long a writer and student of 
finance. 


This personnel follows the president's 
original idea of 
securing 
two of the 
bankers, Warburg and Harding; a bu-ii- 
ness man, Mr. Wheeler;

Expect His Declination. 


The declination ' of Mr. Olney, which 
it was believed would be formally re- 
ceived some time today, would mean chc 
selection of 
another man who had a 
combined 
legal 
and business 
training. 
Under the new currency law, the presi- 
dent is to "have diie regard for a fair 
representation of tho different commer- 
cial, industrial 
and geographical 
divi- 
sions of the country." 


Not more than 
one member of tho 
federal reserve board can be selected, 
under the law, from the same reserve 
district. 
Should Mr. Olney decline, the 
president would be free to choose from 
another district not represented on tlie 
board. 


Appointive members of^ the board are 
to devote all their time to the board's 
business. 
The salaries 
are 
$12,000 a 
year. 
The law creating the board pro- 
vides that none of its members "shall be 
an officer or director of any bank, bank- 
ing institution, trust company or fed- 
eral reserve bank, nor hold stock in any 
bonding institution or trust company. 
What Boara Will Do. 


The board is authorized to examine 
the affairs of eajch federal bank and to 
require necessary 
reports. 
The board 
must publish weekly statements of tlie 
condition of federal reserve banks. 
It 
may require the elimination of doubtful 
or worthless assets from books of fed- 
eral reserve banks and it may suspend 
for statutorj'- violations 
operations 
cf 
any federal reserve bank. 
A feature of 
the new currency syatei^ is the creation 
of a federal advisory council, members 
of which are appointed by directors of 
each federal reserve bank. 
The council 
is to act in an advisory capacity to the 
federal 
reserve 
board. 
Reserve banks 
are empowered to discount notes, drafts 
6.nd bills of exchange arising out of act- 
ual 
commercial transactions upon 
the 
endorsement of 
any 
of 
its member 
banks, with a waiver or demand, notice 
and protest. The board is empowered to 
determine the character of such "paper" 
eligible for discount.

Wayne, and that he feels himself called 
upon to ask his release from the engage- 
ment here, that he might enter these 
larger fields, be it resolved, that we re- 
lease him from the engagement, asking 
that at any thne in the future he finds it 
possible to come to Fort Wayne that he 
notify us. and we pray God's richest 
blessings upon him in all his future 
work." 


Rev. Sunday's Letter. 


The

Rev. Sunday, asking to be released is as 
follows: 


Dear Brother Guild: 
Referring fur- 


ther to the matter of the Fort Wayne 
meeting: especially to your letter of the 
fifteenth. 
• 


For seventeen years I have been in 


evangelistic work and followed the lead- 
ing of the Lord in every instance inso- 
far as He made the way clear to me. 
Before suggesting to your committee 
the possibility of a cancellation of the 
proposed date. I mado the matter a sub- 
ject of earnest 'prayer. I was led to 
•write you as I did only after careful and 
prayerful consideration, wid I am fully 
convinced that it is not the Lord's will 
that I should go to Fort Wayne for a 
campaign.
